A remarkable record of dairy farm- 
er loyalty during depression times

Ing disclosures today that only 91 
dairy farmers — five-tenths of one per 
cent of the approximate 18.000 mem* 
bers— have cancelled out o< tbe As- 
sociation this year. 

Such a drop from the membership 
is unparalleled In the face of perni- 
cious atucks from Indlvlduola who 
■■Tvlsh to break dowa iiie Dblwnrk o» 
CMtaso's Dairy industry for their 
own personal gain; the cheating of 
the chiseling milk dealers who buy 
milk at "ImjIow market prlcca" from 
dairy farmers and then forget the pay 
them; the confusing AAA legal tangle 
which boa kept market conditions 
fluctuating: and tho reports of a mis- 
understanding metropolitan press, 
•who only recently are making real 
attempts to report milk happenings 
Intelligently. 

Tho majority of those 91 members 
who cancelled out are connned to two 
plants where tho anombera prefer to 
deal with the distributors, as In the 
good old days, rather than through 
the Pure Milk AsaoClatlon. Others 
bavo been shipping to Independent 
dealers for some time. 

During the course of tho year, 8SD 
herds have changed hands, and these 
non-fhippers automatically are placed 
on the Inactive list for canceHatlon; 
their momberBhlpa being taken over 
by thoee who bought the -herds. 
This method of handling the inactive 
membership has kept the Pure Milk 
ABsocIatlon membership clear of dead 
wood, and makes It a IIvo growing 
organJratlon with every voting mem- 
ber an actual milk producer. 

The small cancellation record Is a 
clear Indication that approximately 
W per cent of the dairy fanners In 
the Chicago Milk Shed have availed 
themselves of the opportunity to get 
a liberal education in tho marketing 
of mUk and the funcUonlng of a co- 
operative organlMtlon.^

Repreecntative LoRoy Green, vet- 
eran Rockford Republican house 
member, made a startling announce- 
ment recently when he revealed Uial 
one of tho most glaring errors ever 
made by the Illinois general assem- 
bly was discovered when It was made 
known at Springfield that the legis- 
lature at Its recent special session 
has unwittingly amended the uncon-

The mistake was made when the 
legistaturo mot at Springfield on 
Nov. 19 in response to the call of 
Governor Henry Horner. Tho special 
aoaalon was called solely for the pur- 
pose of extending tbo 2 per cent sales 
tax Indefinitely after next July, when 
the present sales tax lax oxplros. 

Adding to tho seriousnoss of the 
situation was tho announcement that 
the error was corrected In tho senate 
and house Journals liy "some un- 
known party" following the special 
legislative session, and tho amend- 
ment.thuB was mode to the soles tax 
aot passed In Juno 1933, which had 
been uphold by tho courts. The act 
amended by the logtslaturo was that 
of March, 1933, which became void 
when held unconstitutional -by tho su- 
preme court - 
Green Revtosls Error.

Green to the head ot tho legislative 
press bureau at Springfield was given 
to the newB hureaus by a Republican 
stato committeeman.

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DO YOU WANT A GUARDIAN? 

"If any part of our people want to be wards, if they 
want to have guardians put over them, if they want to 
be taken care of. if they want to be children, patron- 
ized by the government, why, I am sorry, bccawc it 
will sap the manhood of America," wrote the late Presi- 
dent Wilson in his book, "The New Freedom." But 
I don't believe they do. I believe they want to stand 
on the firm foundation of law and right and take care 
of themselves. 1, for my party, don't want to belong 
to a nation, 1 believe that 1 do not belong to a nation, 
that needs to be taken care of by guardians.." 

In those words, the war President, who had a greater 
knowledge of world history than almost any man who 
has held the position of Chief Executive, accurately 
caught the true American spirit— the spirit that set 
this nation off from all others, dedicated to the .deals 
of freedom and democracy which has been subjugated 



be obtained through taxation— and when the time for 
amortization comes, the money must also be rai«d by 
taxing the public. . 

Generally speaking, the federal grants are propor- 
tioned to states on the basis of population," the per- 
centage of needy being about the same in one part of 
the country as another. As a result,, the people of the 
various states will have to pay back the money they get 
precbely as they would if It were secured by state 
bonds. The only advantage the federal government 
has is in borrowing money at a slightly lower interest 
rate than a state. 

This is not to argue that relief isn't necessary — it is. 

But it is also a fact that states are obtaining money for 

luxury projects which they do not need, and whose 

contribution to the welfare of the people is far less 

than it should be, in the light of their cost. Once the 

public learns that no one in history has managed to 

devise a way of getting something of value for nothing, 

it will demand that the states, as a whole, stop looking 

for a financial Santa Glaus, and use more common sense.

EMULATE THE EGYPTIANS 
In his annual address, N. P. Hull, President of the 
National Cooperative Milk Producers' Federation, ob- 
served that we cannot continue to pile up great sur- 
pluses of all farm products without lowering prices to 
below production costs — and that, owing to the very 
nature of farming, acreage cannot be gauged in advance 
so that it will provide precisely the right amount of 
ach product each year.

It is likewise the spirit that we must keep constant- 
ly in mind, as a guide to the future, if we are to endure 
as 3 democracy in which liberty Is always to be main- 
tained, and in which opportunity is to be offered to all. 
All paternalistic and socialistic endeavors, no matter 
how well and honestly meant, are at variance with this 
spirit— and. long enough pursued, they must mevitably 
result in the destruction of these institutions which

NK A ULY ovory one has n ChrlBtmaa 
tree nowadays, but If you had 
been n child In America a hua-, 
dred years ago the chances are thai 
you might never have seen one. The 
custom was universal In Knglnnd many 
years before It was very common here, 
except In communities of German or 
Scandinavian settlers. For It was In 
Germany that the Christmas tree bad 
Its origin, lliero are aeveral different 
legends In rc;;ard to It. Here Is one 
which dates from the Twelfth century; 

An KngUsh monk named WInfrcd 
who had gone as a misalonary Into 
Germany, came upon aome priests 
about to sncrltlce the young prince 
Asulf to the giKl Tlior bunentli the 
"blood oak." lie stopped thrlr cere- 
monies and ordertHl timm to cut down 
the onk. whcreu|Mtn a young Hr tree 
appeared lu Its pince which WInfrcd 
told them slgnincd the tree of life, or 
of Chrlstly living. From that time 
Germans who became Christians made 
the nr a part of the Christmas festival, 
decorating It with glided nuts and ap- 
ples to shine like stars. 

The two trees most commonly used 
for Christmas trees are the spruce and 
Or. They look very much alike, but 
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The loanhor and school children 
are Jjuay practicing for tlieir Chrlst- 
nms onlertalnmont whldi will ho 
Rlvon ftt Social Center hall nn Fild:iy 
ovcninff, Dec. 21, commonclng at 8 
o'clock.

the spruce Is likely to shed Us needles 
after two or three days In the house, 
while the flr remains la good condition 
much longer. There are several ways 
In which you may distinguish them, 
first tho cones. Those of the spruce 
bang downward while the cones of the 
flr are heUl erect llils will not be 
much help to you In selecting a Chrla^ 
mas tree, however, as they aru usually 
not old enough to bear cones. But If 
you examine a twig of tho spruce you 
will find It covered with little horny 
projections In nVlch tho needles are 
set 

Tho spruce tree ts pyramidal In 
shape, the long cones hanging from tho 
branches near tho tup. The needles are 
arranged In spiral rows around tho 
stem, those at tho top pointing sharply 
upwariL They have three or four (11* 
tlnctly nnglwl aides. Some common 
Turlctles are tho red, black, whlto and 
Norway spruce. Spruce timber has 
been used a great deal of late years 
for wood pulp. 

Flr trees In various sections of the 
country nro tho balsam Ilrs which rtow 
abundantly In the mountains and which 
we find displayed In our markets at 
Christmas time. The fir Is shaped much 
like the spruce, but the needles are 
flat and blunt and usually spread 
fenther-wlse from two sides of the stem 
only. They are dnrk green above and 
silvery beneath. Tho dark purple cones 
stand erect glistening with balsam near 
the top. Balsam niso exudes from tho 
trunk, and Is usotl for medicine. The 
fresh needles are used as a stufflng 
for Bweet-amelling balsam pillows. 

Another evergreen sometimes used 
ns a Christmas tree Is the hemlock. It 
is more slender than the spruce, with 
feathery waving branches which grow 
Tcry close to the ground. Tho needles 
are arranged tn two flat rows on the 
twigs, and haio tiny stems. They nro

Haghes Announces 
New Regulations 
For Auto Licenses 

SprlngHoId, III.— The latest reg- 
ulations for the guidance of Illinois 
automobile owners In applying for 
their 1935 motor vohlcio licenses wore 
announced recently by Secretary of 
Stato Edward J. Hughes. 

Chief among them aro the follow- 
ing: 

Applications for either passenger 
car or truck license must bo submit- 
ted on special forms provided by the 
secretary of state, which may be ob- 
tained from city and county clerks, 
automobllo agencies, newspaper of- 
fices, notaries and at gasoline fllllng 
stations. 

.All questions contained on applica- 
tion forms must be answered In full. 

Applications must be signed In 
person Ijy the Individual requesting 
license and attested 'by notary public. 

Application, If sent through the 
mall, must be accompanied by certl- 
iled check, draft or money order for 
the amount of the license fee. 

Owners reregistering the same ve- 
hicle must return last registration 
card with application for now ptates. 

It la not necessary ro take out "a 
now certlticato of tile If one was ob- 
talnod In 1934. Certificate of title Is 
good lor the life of tho car when tn 
the possession of the original owner. 
If( however, ownership Is transferred 
nt any time, a new certificate must 
be obtained. 

Those registering new cars for the 
first time are required to apply for 
titles, which will be Issued upon pro- 
BButatlon of authenticated bills of 
sale. 

An applicant for plates for a newly 
acquired used car must furnish evl- 
denco of ownership In tho form of a 
properly endorsed certificate of title 
from the previous owned. 

Persons applying through the mall 
for license plates for more than one 
car should forward a separate check 



or money order with each applica- 
tion. ■ -*; 

Car owners who have operated un- 
licensed vehicles any time previous to 
December 20 must pay for the un- 
registered period of 1934 before 1935 
plates can be Issued to them. 

The law requires car owners to dls- 
play 1935 license plates on January 
1, Secretary Hughes pointed out.

as It did. to expire July 1," Green 
declared. "Tho special scHglon cost 
115,000 and nothing was accom- 
plishod. because tho act which was 
amended Is unconstitutional and a 
non-entity." 

Charaes Falslncatlon. 
Oroen charged that someone had 
fiilsilled the records In seeking to cor- 
rect tho error. 

"Tlioro can be no correction except 
by tho legislature Itself." Green said. 
"Priutod copies of the bill which 
wore placed upon the desks of nil 
members of Uie legislature when the 
amendment was voted upon etate 
specincally tliat the bill proposed to 
extend tho act of March 22. 1933, 
which had been held ■unconstitutional. 

"That was the only subject before 
tho legislature. The bill passed the 
ottorney general's Inspection, tho gov- 
ernor's Inspection when he signed 
the bin and the Inspection of Uie 
legislative committee," 

Tho Rockford representative charged 
that "after conferences In the gov- 
ernor's office with the attorney gen- 
oral and the Chicago hunch, some 
^unknown party' falsllled the record." 

May Ask Investigation. 
Green Indicated Uiat he may ro- 
aueat the state's attorney of Sanga- 
mon county to Investigate the alleged 
fnlslflcatlon. 

"If tho records have been falsified 
somebody should be indicted." Green 
declared. "In order to change the 
records, tho entire title of the bill 
would liave to ho changed. The rec- 
ords are In charge of the secretary 
of state." 

It Is considered probable that the 
general assembly will take stops .o 
corroct the error at the regular ses- 
sion In January. 

"The state was put to the expense 
of $15,000 for the special session." 
Green pointed out. "If the legisla- 
ture can extend the sales tax at the 
regular session in January, there w.aa 
no need for the special session." 

The representative stated that If a 
property tax Is not reenacted, the 
stato administration must control the 
January session of the legislature In 
order to extend tho Homer sponsorGd 
sales tax. 

Predicts Tax increase. 

Green predicted that the adminis- 
tration win attempt to increase the 
sales tux to 3 per cent because of the 
heavy relief burden facing tho state. 

"They've got to get $36,000,000 for 
relief," he explained. 

Green charged that the sales tax' 



hasn't been used for rollof since 
December, 1933. 

"Wo'vo tried repeatedly to got It 
for relief or schools but have been 
unablo to do so." ho stated. "It goes 
into tho general fund to help meet 
the payrolls."

THE LAWYER EXPLAINS

BANKRUPTCY 

Bankruptcy, In a legal sense, reform 
to proceedlngfl In the United States 
District Court, whereby the petitioner 
asks the Court to release him from 
the payment of all his debts and ob- 
ligations. When a person flloa a po- 
tilloii In bankruptcy, ho must, at the 
some time, surrender to the Court 
nil of his property for the bouoni of 
his cre<lltor8. Failure to do bo can 
result In serious penaltloa by One and 
Jail. When such a petition Is illod 
wlUi the Court, the clerk notifies all 
of the creditors thereof by mailing a 
fprlnted post-card containing the no- 
tice of the proceedings. This Is Uie 
only notice which a creditor receives, 
to give lilm an opportunity to check 
up on the bankrujKt and dotormlno 
whether the bankrupt has surren- 
dered all of his properly to Uio Court. 

After preliminary hearings and ox- 
amlnallona by the Court, the bank- 
rupt can file a potltlon tx) bo dis- 
charged from his debts. Thereafter, 
an order of dlscbaj^e is entered 
whlcli absolutely cancels all of hia 
obligations, whether they be written 
or oral contracts, notes or Judgments 
or leases. 

One of the exceptions to this rule 



Is that certain obligations are not In- 
terfered with by tho bankruptcy law. 
Kor Instance, liability to pay support . 
money to a wife or chlldrenovont-y 
ofter divorce, nnd certain Judgroontb\ 
known aa "torU" aro not suhjocl to 
roloaao. Ry tort Judgments la meant 
damages which havo been obtained 
as, for Instance, rcsulllnB from In- 
juries to the person sustained In a 
personal light or combat. 

Tho power of the bankruptcy court ^ 
Is far-reaching, and that court Will 
not permit any Intoiieronco with It» 
administration of tho question before 
It. If any suits arc ponding against 
th6 bonkrupt, the United Btatea Court 
will Issue an Injunction, rcatralnlns 
tho parties from proceeding or enforc- 
ing their rights thereunder. Any 
creditor attempting to proceed tur- 
thor. aTtor being enjoined or re- 
strained, would subject himself to 
serious penalties, and bo hold in con- 
tempt of the Federal Court, 

A> a gencsral rule, whoa our debtor 
has completed bis proceodlnga- In 
bankruptcy It means that your claim 
no longer exUrts.
